Three years ago he was stricken w ith 
paralysis, aud lias been confined to his 
house ever since. 
Three m onths ago 
dropsy set in. 
He was the largest woolgrower in the 
U nited Slates, c lpping on an average 
about i,000 head of sheep annually. Tie 
was intim ately acquainted w ith all the 
prom inent m oi of this country, and 
was known tar aud wide over the 
Un ted States. 
He was a station Re­ 
publican, ti man of great influence and 
anility, and had a great deal to do with 
the wool legislation of the 
Unitsd 
States. 
He was w orth over #1,000,000. 
He attended school but lo mouths. 
He was a sun of Mr. and Mrs. George 
Harpster, born in Mifflin county, Ba., 
Dec. 2s, INK). 
He located at Harpster 
iii 1821* aud has lived there ever since. 
lie leaves a widow and tw o s is te r s -- 
Mrs. Lyrus Muirs of H arpster aud Mrs. 
W. L. Bones of New York city.

There has arrived in Rome from Pe­ 
king the Chevalier Luzzati, bringing 
away with him untold wealth in the 
shape of a parchment granting him and 
his associates the mining privileges of 
the Chinese province of Bhangi, be­ 
tween 85)6 aQd 38 degrees northern lat­ 
itude, and lig a n d 114 degrees eastern 
longitude. The mines constitute the 
greatest bonanza ever heard of. They 
aro capable of furnishing the world 
with coal for the next 2,000 years, be­ 
sides yielding all the railway iron 
needed. Signor Lnzzati, who won this 
priceless prize, was in Peking two years, 
aud a shrewder, more patient and more 
diplomatic man no power ever accredit­ 
ed at any court. Ho set himself the task 
of wresting from the tottering Chinese 
colossus something worth more, aye, 
many times more, than England and 
Russia and Germany are lighting for. 
These countries are bidding for terri­ 
tory ; tho Italian nobleman was work­ 
ing for that which makes a territory 
worth having—its treasures on and 
below the ground. 
He got them. 
The Rothschilds and 
other financial barons tor whom Luzzati 
obtained the mining grant figure under 
the name of the Peking syndicate of the 
Anglo-ltalian syndicate. 
Luzzati, who 
calls himself a civil engineer, says the 
following firms and capitalists, besides 
the London Rothschilds, are interested 
in the syndicate: The Ham bros, finan­ 
cial agents of the kingdom of Italy ; the 
Marquis de Rudiui, tho Duke of Fife, 
the Marquis of Lorue, George Canst on of 
Chartered company fame, H. Bourke, 
the Borva Mining syndicate, and sev­ 
eral important Italian banks. 
In Peking Luzzati had a complete 
financial and technical staff working 
under him. The imperial graut is a 
cession granting the Peking syndicate 
the exclusive mining privileges of coal, 
iron, silver aud kerosene iii the district 
mentioned. The document is signed by 
the quondam Bon of Heaven and coun­ 
tersigned by that gentleman’s minister 
of foreign affairs. 
There can be no 
doubt of its binding and sincere char­ 
acter. 
Lnzzati is now in Europe to 
make the necessary arrangements to be­ 
gin the great work without delay, for 
one of the conditions of the imperial 
grant provides for its immediate ex­ 
ploitation. 
The territory given over to European 
hands and methods is a high plateau, 
situated 2,000 to 8,000 feet above the 
level of the sea. Its extent is estimated 
to be a little over 2,750 English square 
miles. 
In most parts of the territory 
the stratum of coal is 40 feet thick; iii 
others 20 to HO feet. The coal is the 
best quality of anthracite, bard as rock, 
full of intense heat and giving out little 
flame aud no smoke. A German engi 
neer who investigated the milling pros­ 
pects some time ago for the benefit of 
his government, estimates the minimum 
of coal at 630,000,000,000 tons. 
Now, remember that the coal con 
sumption of the world is reckoned to be 
300,000,000 tons per annum. 
At that 
rate the new Chinese fields oould supply 
the world for 2,000 years in succession, 
even considering the increased use of 
coal on account of the progressive aban­ 
donment of actual horsepower. 
There 
are no known coal beds in any purt of 
the world that compare with those now 
controlled by the Peking syndicate. The 
engineer mentioned says he investigated 
180 geographical miles on a stretch, 
locating a continuous line of coal beds 
of 80 feet thickness. Mining, he points 
out, will be easy, aa the coal lies direct 
ly on the surface. 
Besides coal, there are nearly inex­ 
haustible stores of iron ore in the dis­ 
trict, and they, too, do not require 
much preliminary digging. 
The ore 
consists of a mixture of brown hematite 
and pearl spar, or sparry iron ore. Iron 
works will be set up at different points 
to produce Chinese iron and steel with 
the aid of Chinese coal, and, as to la­ 
bor, that is cheaper in Shansi than al­ 
most anywhere in the world, though 
the native population is very intelli­ 
gent and remarkably indnstiious. Lnz­ 
zati has studied all these points on the 
spot, and is particularly enthusiastic 
about the rate of wage aud the cost of 
living in his teiritory. 
But it w ill 
be asked, Have these 
mines not been worked before: Oh, yes! 
Chinese fashion. At present you can 
boy a ton of coal at the mines for 15 
cents aud delivered at the foot of the 
eastern slope for 84 cents. 
The city 
nearest to the plateau is Wwolo, situat­ 
ed 18 miles from the eastern slope, and 
there the ton of Bhansi coal costs $17. 
The rise seems ridiculous, but it is not 
extraordinary when the mode of trans 
portstiou is considered. The coal is sent 
Peking ward on the back of little jack­ 
asses. The natives have no wagons, no 
horses, and, for a wonder, do not em­ 
ploy human beasts of burden. 
The seat of the Peking syndicate will 
be 220 miles from Peking and three 
times that distance from Shansi. The 
Chinese emperor was willing from the 
start to graut the mining rights to the 
Anglo-ltalian company. 
W hat he ob­ 
jected to was the required license for 
railroading. 
Al) his native councilors 


were against that, m e people or me 
province of Bhansi petitioned the Bon 
of Heaven not to punish them by so 
modern a rn institution that would kill 
the present industry of carrying coal by 
jac kass. 
There were other difficulties 
to overcome, m ainly religious scruples, 
the powerful opposition of the imperial 
dignitaries against modern institutions, 
and last, but not least, the jealousies of 
European competitors, legions of them. 
That Luzzati triumphed over the in­ 
trigues of the latter is almost as notable 
a victory as that which ho achieved 
over Chinese prejudices.—Cor. New 
York Commercial Advertiser.

“ which warrants a demand that the 
debt of a nation or province established 
by force of arms should follow it, es­ 
pecially in circumstances like those of 
the present case. 
The so called Cuban 
war debt was contracted by Spain in 
her attempts to crush the struggling j 
Cuban government. 
It was contracted 
without the permission of those upon 
whom it would fall now if the Cuban 
republic, when established, should be 
required to pay it. There is no princi­ 
ple of law or equity which would coun­ 
tenance requiring Cuba to assume a 
liability incurred by Spain for Cuba’s 
own undoing and for which Spain is 
still liable. 
“ It woald be different if Cuba, in 
negotiating for her freedom, had made 
a provision for the debt as a part of the 
negotiations, or if the United States 
had in negotiations with Spain for a 
peaceful settlement of the question re­ 
quired those who would profit by an 
immediate cessation of hostilities to as­ 
sume some of the debt and had guaran­ 
teed it, but that was not the case. 
Spain persistently refused to negotiate 
peacefully upon any terms which in­ 
cluded the relinquishment of Cuba. 
“ The case differs also from the an­ 
nexation aud the peaceful acquirement 
of a territory or province. Then the 
country which absorbs the other may 
assume some of the debt, because it 
would not be just to extinguish a na­ 
tion and leave the holders of its obliga­ 
tions without recourse; but Spain, the 
maker of the Cuban obligations, still 
retains hex national existence. She is a 
debtor who can be found at any time, 
and the change in the government in 
Cuba does not wipe out the Spanish 
government. 
As for the United States 
being saddled with the debt, that is 
preposterous. We have a great deal bet­ 
ter ground for claim upon Spain for the 
expenses of restoring peace in Cuba 
than Spain has against us for the Cuban 
debt. We spent more money in the task 
than the amount of the Cuban debt.” 


GRAFTING OF FROGS’ SKIN.

The skin of frogs’ 
abdomens has been cut in strips and 
bound on the raw surface, being mois­ 
tened with salt solution and held by 
bandages. 
Strips taken from the arms of friends 
have also been used, and over half of 
both kinds have grown and are making 
the surface as good as new. The man 
has suffered much pain, but as the new 
skin grows fast it will soon be fully 
healed, and he will be able to resume 
work. The experiment has been watched 
by physicians, and the frog skin grafts 
have been particularly interesting.—St 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

Ladies and Fellow Citizens—When 
the Republican party in 1896 asked to 
he restored to power it made two prom­ 
ises.

I had lived here nine years, 
and as I first began the practice of law 
here I didn’t have more than I could do 
the first three or four years so I moved 
around among the potteries. 
Yon per­ 
haps, do not know as I do that pottery 
is the most attractive of all industries. 
It entranced me and I got to know some­ 
thing about it. So when they began to 
consider pottery I knew something no 
one else iii congress knew\ 
They had 
never lived among the potteries. It was 
chance in my case, and I can assure you 
I made the best of my opportunity. The 
committees of operative and manufact­ 
uring potters who went from here to 
Washington know that so far as time, 
energy and talking were concerned I 
did a great deal of work. 
“There w as one thing only to be done 
to bring peace along with prosperity to 
East Liverpool. You operatives didn’t 
want 6}£ per cent of your old wages, 
nor did manufacturers want to pay 20 
per cent, hut instead all wanted that 
which would bring about the old wages, 
and in order to do it we had to fight, for 
the old duty. Then the manufacturers 
couldn’t refuse to give, nor the opera­ 
tives to accept. It took six months to 
show it to the senate committee, who 
had placed the duty at 45 and 50, but 
finally we drove the ether side into a 
place where they had to compromise, 
and that compromise was the duty of 
the McKinley hill. 
“Then came the question as to when 
the wages would be increased. I didn’t 
feel this time last year as though I 
could really congratulate you until you 
had your money back, but today 83 per 
cent more men find employment in East 
Liverpool, at increased wages of 12% 
per cent. 
“Last night a speaker said from this 
stage that the restoration of wages wa9 
not doe to the Dingley bill, bot to your 
splendid organization. Now the differ­ 
ence between a Republican and Demo­ 
crat is that one does, the other says. 
Yon have heard me say less of what I 
was going to do than what I have said 
tonight I have done. I know what your 
labor organization did then. 
It was 
splendid work, yet it failed for three 
years. Bat when it had the Dingley 
bill with which to couple up it did the 
work mighty quick. 
That hill was 
necessary. Is there any possibility by 
which any one could imagine the wages 
being restored without the help of a 
protective tariff? 
This one thing 
always remember, no matter what else 
is forgotten: 
Everybody knows they 
did get the 
hack. Yon may heat 
the air or lie about me, but the fact is 
I was elected to restore the McKinley 
duty on crockery and bring back the 
old wages, and yon got them. If there 
is anything to be done I ought to do. I 
woald like to hear it. 
“I want to thank that Taxpayer for 
saying I was present so often when the 
roll was called in the house. I ought 
to apologize to my constituents, for I 
was certainly wasting time that conld 
be better devoted to them than answer­ 
ing Democratic calls for a quorum. 
“I never will apologize for what I do 
because I see what I have to do before 
doing it. When I settle a postoffice mat­ 
ter I settle it. I lose no sleep about it.

Them has arrived in Rome from Pe 
king the Chevalier huzzah, bringing 
away with him untold wealth in the 
shape of a parchm ent granting him and 
his associates the m ining privileges of 
the Chinese province of Miami, be­ 
tween 85)£ and .*18 degrees northern lat­ 
itude, and 113 and 114 degrees eastern 
longitude. 
Tho m ines constitute the 
greatest bonanza ever heard of. 
They 
aro capable of furnishing tho world 
w ith coal for the next 2,000 years, be­ 
sides yielding all 
tho railw ay iron 
needed. 
Signor Lnzzati, who won this 
priceless prize, was in Peking two years, 
aud a shrewder, more patient and more 
diplom atic man no power evei accredit­ 
ed at any court. Ho set him self tho task 
of wresting from the tottering Chinese 
colossus something worth more, ayo, 
many tim es more, than England and 
Russia and Germany are fighting for. 
These countries are bidding for terri­ 
tory ; tho Italian nobleman was work­ 
ing for that which makes a territory 
worth having— its treasures on and 
below the ground. 
He got thorn. 
Tho Rothschilds and 
other financial barons tor whom Lnzzati 
obtained tho ruining grant figure under 
the name of the Peking syndicate of tho 
Anglo-Italiun syndicate. 
Lnzzati, who 
calls him self a civil engineer, says the 
following firms and capitalists, besides 
the London Rothschilds, aro interested 
in the syndicate: The Hambros, finan­ 
cial agents of the kingdom of Italy ; the 
Marquis de Rudini, tho Duke of Fife, 
the M arquis of Lorue, George Canston of 
Chartered company fame, H. Bourke, 
the Ilorva M ining syndicate, and sev­ 
eral im portant Italian banks. 
In Peking Luzzati had a complete 
financial and technical staff working 
under him. 
The imperial graut is a 
oession granting the Peking syndicate 
the exclusive m ining privileges of coal, 
iron, silver aud kerosene iii the district 
mentioned. The document is signed by 
the quondam Son of Heaven aud coun­ 
tersigned by th at gentlem an’s m inister 
of foreign affairs. 
There can be no 
doubt of its binding and sincere char­ 
acter. 
Lnzzati is now in Europe to 
make the necessary arrangem ents to be­ 
gin the great work w ithout delay, for 
one of the conditions of the im perial 
grant provides for its im m ediate ex­ 
ploitation. 
The territory given over to European 
hands aud methods is a high plateau, 
situated 2,000 to 8,000 feet above the 
level of the sea. Its extent is estimated 
to be a little over 2,750 English square 
miles. 
In most parts of the territory 
the stratum of coal is 40 feet thick; in 
others 20 to HO feet. 
The coal is the 
best quality of anthracite, bard as rock, 
full of intense heat and giving out little 
flame aud no smoke. 
A German engi 
neer who investigated the milling pros­ 
pects some tim e ago for the benefit of 
his government, estimates the m inim um 
of coal a t 630,000,000,000 tons. 
Now, remember th at the coal con 
sumption of the world is reckoned to be 
800,000,000 tons per annum. 
At that 
rate the new Chinese fields could supply 
the world for 2,000 years in succession, 
even considering the increased use of 
coal on acoount of the progressive aban­ 
donment of actual horsepower. 
There 
are no known Goal beds in any part of 
the world that compare w ith those now 
controlled by the Peking syndicate. The 
engineer m entioned says he investigated 
180 geographical m iles on a stretch, 
locating a continuous line of coal beds 
of 80 feet thickness. M ining, he points 
out, will be easy, as the coal lies direct­ 
ly on the surface. 
Besides coal, there are nearly inex­ 
haustible stores of iron ore in the dis­ 
trict, and they, too, do not require 
much prelim inary digging. 
The ore 
consists of a m ixture of brown hem atite 
aud pearl spar, or sparry iron ore. Iron 
works will be set up a t different points 
to produce Chinese iron and steel w ith 
the aid of Chinese coal, and, as to la­ 
bor, that is cheaper in Shansi than al­ 
most anywhere in the world, though 
the native population is very intelli­ 
gent and rem arkably industrious. Huz­ 
za ti has studied all these points on the 
spot, and is particularly enthusiastic 
about the rate of wage aud the cost of 
living in his territory. 
But it w ill 
be asked, Have these 
mines not been worked before? Oh, yes! 
Chinese fashion. 
At present you can 
buy a ton of coal at the mines for 15 
cents aud delivered a t the foot of the 
eastern slope for 34 cents. 
The city 
nearest to the plateau is Wwolo, situat­ 
ed 18 miles from the eastern .slope, aud 
there the ton of Shansi coal costs $17. 
The rise seems ridiculous, but it is not 
extraordinary when the mode of trans­ 
portation is considered. The coal is sent 
Pekingward on the back of little jack­ 
asses. The natives have no wagons, no 
horses, and, for a wonder, do not em ­ 
ploy hum an beasts of burden. 
The seat of the Peking syndicate will 
be 220 miles from Peking and three 
times that distance from Shansi. 
The 
Chinese emperor was w illing from the 
start to graut the m ining rights to the 
Anglo-Italian company. 
W hat he ob­ 
jected to was the required license for 
railroading. 
Al) his native councilors 


were against that. 
J no people or toe 
province of Shansi petitioned the Son 
of Heaven not to punish them by so 
modern an institution that would hill 
the present industry of carrying coal by 
jackass. 
There were other difficulties 
to overcome, mainly religions scruples, 
the powerful opposition et the imperial 
dignitaries aga lint modern institutions, 
and last, but not lea-4, the jealousies of 
European competitors, legions of them 
That Luzzati triumphed over the in­ 
trigues of the latter is almost as notable 
a victory as that which be achieved 
over Chinese prejudices.—Cor.

“ which w arrants a demand th at the 
debt of a nation or province established 
by force of arm s should follow it, es­ 
pecially in circumstances like those of 
the present case. 
The so called Cuban 
war debt was contracted by Spain in 
her attem pts to crush the struggling 
Cuban government. 
It was contracted 
w ithont the permission of those upon 
whom it would fall now if the Cuban 
republic, when established, should be 
required to pay it. 
There is no princi­ 
ple of Jaw or equity which would coun­ 
tenance requiring Cuba to assume a 
liability incurred by Spain for Cuba’s 
own undoing and for which Spain is 
still liable. 
“ It would be different if Cuba, in 
negotiating for ber freedom, had made 
a provision for the debt as a part of the 
negotiations, or if the United States 
had in negotiations w ith Spain for a 
peaceful settlem ent of the question re­ 
quired those who would profit by an 
im m ediate cessation of hostilities to as­ 
sume some of the debt and had guaran­ 
teed it, but that was not the case. 
Spain persistently refused to negotiate 
peacefully upon any term s which in ­ 
cluded the relinquishm ent ot Cuba. 
“ The case differs also from the a n ­ 
nexation and the peaceful acquirem ent 
of a territory or province. 
Then the 
country which absorbs the other may 
assume some of the debt, because it 
would not be just to extinguish a n a­ 
tion and leave the holders of its obliga­ 
tions w ithout recourse; but Spain, the 
m aker of the Cuban obligations, still 
retains ber national existence. She is a 
debtor who can be found a t any time, 
and the change in the governm ent in 
Cuba does not wipe out the Spanish 
government. 
As for the United States 
being saddled w ith the debt, th at is 
preposterous. We have a great deal bet­ 
ter ground for claim upon Spain for the 
expenses of restoring peace in Cuba 
than Spain has against os for the Cuban 
debt. We spent more money in the task 
than the am ount of the Cuban debt.”

20; "For 
oar conversation is in heaven from 
whence also we look for the Savior, the

The speaker cond adod his dis­ 
course by making a plea for the Bible 
as a text book in the public schools and 
for the scholars to be examined in it the 
same as is done in other studies.

Bible is the book best calealated for the 
expansion of the mind and the educe 
tion of man's and child’s faculties. If 
the people of a coraraanity woald study 
the Bible more than they do today, 
there woald be less profanity on our 
streets.”

Rev. J. G. Reiuartz

ing for an hoar and IO minutes on the 
Reformation.

“Oar Pleasures” was the subject of 
Doctor Lee's sermoa last night at the 
First Presbyterian church. The gentle­ 
man likened joy to a river and pleasure 
to a spring, believing that Christians 
should not be deprived of enjoyment in 
this life, bat they should ever work that 
they might glorify God. 
Doctor Crawford at the First M. E. 
church last evening preached from the 
subject "Illuminated.” It was a strong 
sermon, and dealt with the spiritual 
work of the church.

SERVEO IN PORTO RICO. 


M achinery and Labor* 
Mr Carroll D. Wright, commissioner 
of lab r, in his report for 1898 presents 
very interesting statistics respecting the 
effects cf machinery on labor in his an­ 
nual report. The deductions to be drawn 
from his researches are rather suggestive 
than conclusive, but anything which 
throws light on this important subject 
will be read with avidity. 
Figures are 
given in a tabulated form concerning 84 
different branches of manufacture, and 
in agriculture, mining, quarrying and 
transportation. A contrast of hand and 
machine labor is shown in a total of 
678 articles, showing fluctuations at 
different periods. 
Only the broad, gen­ 
eral features of Mr. W rigbt’s report can 
be bere summarized, in brief, and on 
those points most pertinent to the im ­ 
mediate welfare of the working classes. 
Wages have constantly increased since 
the introduction of the factory system, 
which substituted machine for hand 
labor, but it is almost impossible to de­ 
cide whether this increase is the out­ 
come of a higher standard of living or 
the increased productivity of labor sop 
pleraented by machinery, or to other 
causes or to a combination of various 
causes. There is always, however, the 
basic fact that the most unintelligent 
manual labor has increased proportion­ 
ally in wage value. 
Mr. W right sus­ 
tains tho conclusion that machinery has 
lowered the cost of products. Under the 
machine method, too, there is increased 
demand for labor in the aggregate, 
though there may be temporary depres­ 
sion and loss of employment from spe­ 
cial causes. Indeed the epoch of machine 
labor has been subject to the same fluc­ 
tuations in the labor market which ex­ 
isted in the days of hand labor—now a 
surplus, now a lack. The same fluctua­ 
tion exists in the variability of wages, 
and during the periods of depression 
there can be no question of a decrease 
not only in rates and earning power, 
but in the number of operatives employ­ 
ed; but the day of machines permits 
this fluctuation, it may be added, to be 
more frequent and more violent. 
The 
enormous power of machine production, 
in a word, easily brings aboat the over­ 
stocking of the market, whiob is one of 
the chief causes of labor interruption. 
The statistics show three conclusions 
which cannot be dodged, if we trust the 
figures. 
In the first place, machine 
production bas lowered cost of goods in 
every line of manufacturing. 
In the 
next place, it has increased the number 
of persons required for the production 
of articles needed to meet the demand. 
Thirdly, there bas been a concnrrent 
tendency of wages to appreciate, in 
spite of fitful depressions. 
W hat part 
the organization of labor in trade unions 
and similar protective methods bas had 
in the working out of conditions to re­ 
sults is not considered. 
On the whole, 
however, Mr. W right's evident oonvio 
tion is that there has been a notable ad 
vantage to the cause of labor by the 
greatly added power whiob niechanica 
device gives to its prod net iveness.

The next larger in French 
capers are capucines, aud the largest 
capotes, while the next to the largest 
and the largest of Spanish capers are 
known respectively as capotes No. I 
and No. 2. The smallest capers are the 
most desirable and bring the most mon 
ey. French capers sell for more than 
Spanish. Capers are imported almost 
wholly in bulk in kegs of 15 or 16 gal­ 
lons and barrels of about 40 gallons in 
brine or vinegar. 
A few capers are im­ 
ported in glass, bot they are mostly pat 
up in this country. Capers grow on a 
bush.—Now York Sun.

M a c h in e ry and L a b o r. 
Mr Carroll I) Wright, commissioner 
of lab r, in his report for 1898 presents 
very interesting statistics respecting the 
effects cf machinery on labor in his an­ 
nual report. The deductions to be drawn 
from his researches are rather suggestive 
than conclusive, but anything which 
throws light on this important subject 
will be read with avidity. 
Figures are 
given in a tabulated form concerning 84 
different branches of manufacture, and 
in agriculture, mining, quarrying and 
transportation. A contrast of hand aud 
machine labor is shown in a total of 
678 articles, showing fluctuations at 
different periods. Only the broad, gen­ 
eral features of Mr. Wright’s report can 
bo bore summarized, in brief, and on 
those points most pertinent to the im­ 
mediate welfare of the working classes. 
Wages have constantly increased since 
the introduction of the factory system, 
which substituted machine for band 
labor, but it is almost impossible to de­ 
cide whether this increase is the out­ 
come of a higher standard of liviug or 
the increased productivity of labor sup­ 
plemented by machinery, or to other 
causes or to a combination of various 
causes. 
There is always, however, tho 
basic fact that the most unintelligent 
manual labor has increased proportion­ 
ally in wage value. 
Mr. Wright sus­ 
tains tho conclusion that machinery has 
lowered the cost of products. Under the 
machine method, too, there is increaser 
demand for labor in the aggregate, 
though there may bo temporary depres 
aion and loss of employment from spe 
cial causes. Indeed the epoch of machine 
labor has hpen subject to tho same fluc­ 
tuations in the labor market which ex­ 
isted iii the days of hand labor—now a 
unpins, uow a lack. The same fluctua­ 
tion exists in the variability of wages, 
and during the periods of depression 
there can be no question of a decrease 
not only in rates and earning power, 
but in the nom ber of operatives employ­ 
ed; but the day of machines permits 
this fluctuation, it may be added, to be 
more frequent and more violent. 
The 
enormous power of machine production, 
in a word, easily brings aboat the over­ 
stocking of the market, which is one of 
the chief onuses of labor interruption. 
The statistics show three conclusions 
which cannot be dodged, if we trust the 
figures. 
In the first place, machine 
production has lowered cost of goods in 
every line of roannfactnring. 
In the 
next place, it has increased the number 
of persons required for the production 
of articles needed to meet the demand. 
Thirdly, there bas been a concurrent 
tendency of wages to appreciate, in 
spite of fitful depressions. 
W hat part 
the organization of labor in trade unions 
and similar protective methods has had 
in the working oat of conditions to re­ 
salts is not considered. On the whole, 
however, Mr. W right’s evident convic­ 
tion is that there has been a notable ad­ 
vantage to the cause of labor by the 
greatly added power which mechanical 
device gives to its prod net ivenesa 


The development in the means of 
higher education for women is one of 
the social marvels of the aga Thirty 
years ago the only two women’s col­ 
leges were Elmira and Vassar.

Theie has arrived in Rome from Pe 
king tlio 
Chevalier Luz aa ti, bringing 
aw ay w ith him untold wealth in the 
shape of a parchment: granting him and 
his associates the m ining privileges of 
the Chinese province of .Shansi, be­ 
tween 85>£ aud 38 degrees northern la t­ 
itude, and H ila n d 114 degrees eastern 
longitude. 
The m ines constitute the 
greatest bonanza ever heard of. 
They 
aro capable of furnishing 
the world 
w ith coal for the next 2,000 years, be­ 
sides 
yielding all 
tho railw ay iron 
needed. 
Signor Luzzati, who won this 
priceless prize, was in Peking two years, 
and a shrewder, moro patient and more 
diplom atic man no power evei accredit­ 
ed at any court. Ho set him self the task 
of w resting from the tottering Chinese 
colossus som ething w orth more, aye, 
m any times more, than E ngland and 
Russia and G erm any are fighting for. 
These countries aro bidding for terri­ 
tory ; the Italian nobleman was w ork­ 
ing for that w hich m akes a territory 
w orth 
having— its 
treasures on and 
below the ground. 
He got them. 
The R othschilds and 
other financial barons for whom Luzzati 
obtained the m ining grant figure under 
the nam e of the Peking syndicate of tho 
A nglo-ltaliao syndicate. 
Luzzati, who 
calls him self a civil engineer, says the 
following firms and capitalists, besides 
the London Rothschilds, aro interested 
in the syndicate: Tho Hambros, finan­ 
cial agents of the kingdom of Italy ; the 
Marquis de Rudini, tho Duke of Fife, 
the M arquis of Loruo, George Cranston of 
C hartered company fame, H. Bourke, 
the Borva M ining syndicate, and sev­ 
eral im portant Italian banks. 
In Peking Luzzati had a complete 
financial and technical staff working 
nuder him. 
The imperial grant is a 
oession granting tho Peking syndicate 
the exclusive m ining privileges of coal, 
iron, silver aud kerosene iii the district 
mentioned. 
The docum ent is signed by 
the quondam P od of Heaven aud coun­ 
tersigned by th a t g entlem an’* m inister 
of foreign affairs. 
There can he no 
doubt of its binding aud sincere char 
actor. 
Luzzati is now in Europe to 
make the necessary arrangem ents to be­ 
gin the great work w ithout delay, for 
one of the conditions of the im perial 
gran t provides for its im m ediate ex­ 
ploitation. 
The territory given over to European 
hands aud methods is a high plateau, 
situated 2,000 to 8,000 feet above the 
level of the sea. Its extent is estimated 
to be a little over 2,750 English square 
miles. 
Iii most parts of tho territory 
the stratum of coal is 40 feet thick; in 
others 20 to 80 feet. 
The coal is the 
best quality of autbracite, hard as rock, 
full of intense heat and giving ont little 
flame aud no smoke. 
A G erm an eugi 
neer W’tao investigated the m ining pros­ 
pects some tim e ago for the benefit of 
his government, estim ates tho m inim um 
of coal at 080,000,000,000 tons. 
Now, remem ber th at the coal con 
sum ption of the w orld is reckoned to be 
800,000,000 tons per annum . 
At that 
rate tho new Chinese fields could supply 
the world for 2,000 years in succession, 
even considering the increased use of 
coal on acoonnt of the progressive aban­ 
donment of actual horsepower. 
There 
are no knowu coal beds in any part of 
the world that compare w ith those now 
controlled by the Peking syndicate. The 
engineer m entioned says he investigated 
180 geographical m iles on a stretch, 
locating a continuous line of coal beds 
of 80 feet thickness. Mining, he points 
out, will be easy, as the coal lies direct 
ly on the surface. 
Besides coal, there are nearly inex­ 
haustible stores of iron ore in the dis 
trick and they, too, do not 
require 
much prelim inary digging. 
The ore 
consists of a m ixture of brown hem atite 
and pearl spar, or spairy iron ore. Iron 
works will tai set up ut different points 
to produae Chinese iron aud steel w ith 
the aid of ChincNO coal, and, as to la­ 
bor, th at in cheaper in Shansi than a l­ 
most anyw here in the world, though 
the native population is very iuU Hi - 
gent and lenuirkably industiious. Lits* 
zati has studied all these points on the 
spot, and is particularly enthusiastic 
about the rate of wage aud the cost of 
living in his territory. 
But it w ill 
be asked, Have these 
mines not been worked before’? Oh, yes! 
Chinese fashion. 
A t present you can 
buy a ton of coal at the mines for 16 
cents anil delivered a t the foot of the 
eastern slope for 24 cents. 
The city 
nearest to the plateau is Wwolo, situ a t­ 
ed 18 utiles from the eastern slope, arid 
there the tou of Shansi coal costs $17, 
The rise seems ridiculous, but it is not 
extraordinary when the modo of tran s­ 
portation is considered. The coal is scut 
Pekiugwurd on the back of little jack ­ 
asses. 
The natives have no wagons, no 
horses, and, for a wonder, do not em ­ 
ploy hum an beasts of burden. 
The seat of the Peking syndicate will 
be 220 miles from Peking and three 
times th at distance from Shansi. 
The 
Chinese emperor was w illing from the 
start to grant the m ining rights to the 
Anglo Italian company. 
W hat he ob­ 
jected to was the required license for 
railroading. 
Al) his native councilors 


were against that, 
m e people OI toe 
province of Shansi petitioned the Son 
of Heaven not to punish them by so 
modern an institution that would kill 
the present industry of carrying coal by 
jackass. 
There were other difficulties 
to overcome* mainly religions scruples, 
the powerful opposition of the imperial 
dignitaries against modern institutions, 
and last, but not least, the jealousies of 
European competitors* legions of them. 
T h at Luzzati trium phed over the in ­ 
trigues of the latter is almost as notable 
a victory as th at w hich he achieved 
over 
Chinese prejudices.— Cor.

“ w hich w arrants a demaud th a t the 
debt of a nation or province established 
by force of arm s should follow it, es­ 
pecially in circum stances like those of 
the present case. 
The so called Cuban 
w ar debt was contracted by 8 pa in in 
her attem pts to crush the struggling 
Cuban government. 
It was contracted 
w ithout the permission of those upon 
whom it would fall now if the Cuban 
republic, when established, should be 
required to pay it. 
There is no princi­ 
ple of law or equity w hich w ould conn 
femme© requiring Cuba to assume a 
liability incurred by Spain for C uba’s 
own undoing and for w hich Spain is 
still liable. 
“ It would be different if Cuba, in 
negotiating for her freedom, had luade 
a provision for the debt as a part of the 
negotiations, or if the United States 
had in negotiations w ith Spain for a 
peaceful settlem ent of the question re ­ 
quired those who would profit by an 
im m ediate cessation of hostilities to as- * 
slime some of the debt and had g u aran ­ 
teed it, 
but that was not the ease. ! 
Spain persistently refused to negotiate 
peacefully upon any term s which iii-1 
eluded the relinquishm ent of Cuba. 
“ The case differs also from the a n ­ 
nexation and the peaceful acquirem ent 
of a territory or province. 
Then the 
country which absorbs the other m ay 
assume some of the debt, because it 
would not be just to extinguish a na 
tion and leave the holders of its obliga­ 
tions w ithout recourse; but Spain, the 
m aker of the Cuban obligations, still 
retains hei national existence. She is a 
debtor who can be found a t any time, 
and the change in the governm ent in 
Cuba does not wipe out the Spanish 
government. 
As for the U nited States 
being saddled w ith the debt, th a t is 
preposterous. W e have a greut deal bet- j 
ter ground for claim upon Spain for the 
expenses of restoring peace in Cuba 
titan Spain lins against us for the Cuban 
debt. We spent more money in the task 
than the am ount of tile Cuban d eb t."

Tho caper, familiar in caper sauce 
and used also as a garnish for salads, is 
imported from Spain aud France, (’apers 
arn grown in Italy, but none is import 
ed from there into this country 
Capers are sorted into four sizes, of 
which the smallest are known commer­ 
cially as nonpareils, and the next larger 
as surfines. 
The next larger in French 
capers are capucines, aud the largest 
capotes, while the next to the largest 
and the largest of Spanish capers are 
kuown respectively as capotes No. I 
and No. 2. The smallest capers are the 
most desirable and bring the most mon 
ey. 
French capers sell for more than 
Spanish. Capers are imported almost 
wholly in bulk in kegs of 15 or 16 gal­ 
lons and barrels of about 40 gallons in 
brine or vinegar. 
A few capers are im­ 
ported in glass, bot they are mostly put 
up in this country. Capers grow on a 
bush.—New York Sun.

M a c h in e r y a n d Viabor* 


Mr Carroll I). Wright, commissioner 
of lab r, in hie report for 1898 presents 
very interesting sta tistic respecting the 
effects cf machinery on labor in his an­ 
nual report. Tho deductions to be drawn 
from his researches are rather suggestive 
than conclusive, hut anything which 
thrciws light on this important subject 
will be read with avidity. 
Figures are 
given in a tabulated form concerning 84 
different branches of manufactnre, and 
in agriculture, mining, quarrying and 
transportation. A contrast of hand aud 
machine labor is shown in a total of 
678 articles, showing fluctuations at 
different periods. 
Only the broad, gen­ 
eral features of Mr. W right’s report can 
be here summarized, in brief, and on 
those points most pertinent to the im ­ 
mediate welfare of the working classes. 
Wages have constantly increased since 
the introduction of the factory system, 
which Huostitnted machine for hand 
labor, but it is almost impossible to de­ 
cide whether this increase is the out­ 
come of a higher standard of living or 
the increased productivity of labor sup­ 
plemented by machinery, or to other 
causes or to a combination of various 
causes. 
There is always, however, the 
basic fact that the most unintelligent 
manual labor has increased proportion­ 
ally in wage value. 
Mr. W right sus­ 
tains tho conclusion that machinery has 
lowered the cost of products. Under the 
machine method, too, there is increased 
demand for labor in the aggregate, 
though there may be temporary depres­ 
sion and loss of employment from spe­ 
cial causes. Indeed the epoch of machine 
labor has been subject to the same fluc­ 
tuations in the labor market which ex­ 
isted in the days of hand labor—now a 
surplus, uow a lack. The same fluctua­ 
tion exists in the variability of wages, 
and during the periods of depression 
there can be no question of a decrease 
not only in rates and earning power, 
but in the number of operatives employ­ 
ed; but the day of machines permits 
this fluctuation, it may be added, to be 
more frequent and more violent. 
The 
enormous power of machine production, 
in a word, easily brings aboat the over­ 
stocking of the market, which is one of 
the chief causes of labor interruption. 
The statistics show three conclusions 
which cannot be dodged, if we trust the 
figures. 
In the first place, machine 
production has lowered cost of goods in 
every line of manufacturing. 
In the 
next place, it has increased the number 
of persons required for the production 
of articles needed to meet the demand. 
Thirdly, there bas been a concurrent 
tendency of wages to appreciate, in 
spite of fitful depressions. 
W hat part 
tho organization of labor in trade unions 
and similar protective methods has had 
in the working oat of conditions to re ­ 
sults is not considered. 
On the whole, 
however, Mr. W right’s evident convic­ 
tion is that there hasbeen a notable ad 
vantage to the cause of labor by the 
greatly added power which mechanical 
device gives to its productiveness.

The next larger in French 
capers arc capucine®, aud the largest 
capotes, while the next to the largest 
aud the largest of Spanish caners are 
known respectively us capotes No. I 
aud No. 2. The smallest capers are the 
most desirable aud bring the most mon 
ey. 
French capers sell for more than 
Spanish. 
Capers are imported almost 
wholly in bulk in kegs of 15 or lb gal­ 
lons and barrels of about 40 gallons in 
briue or vinegar. 
A few capers are im­ 
ported iu glass, but they are mostly put 
up in this country. 
Capers grow on a 
bush.—New York Sun.
